NOW  THAT  we  know  the  target  date  for  the  physical  merger  of  the  hospital  as  July  1,  1959,  we 
all  must  begin  to  hustle.  Much  must  be  accomplished  before  this. 

Some  of  the  renovations  that  will  be  completed  in  the  old  buildings  by  July  1 are: 

1.  The  Pediatr  ic  Department  on  the  5th  floor. 

2.  The  6th  floor,  where  we  will  provide  additional  much  needed  operating  rooms, 

3.  The  Obstetric  Department  on  the  7th  floor,  including  a passageway  across  the  roof 
from  this  area  to  connect  with  the  Jth  floor  Obstetrical  Unit  in  the  East  Pavilion. 

4.  The  2nd  floor  of  the  Murdock  building  to  become  tbe  new  BMP  - EKG  - EEC  Depart- 
ment, 

5.  The  1st  floor  of  the  Jones  and  Murdock  buildings  to  provide  more  permanent  record 
room  and  blood  bank  area.  In  this  area  we  hope  to  add  a few  more  examining  rooms 
also. 

6.  A new  pharmacy  on  the  1st  floor  of  the  old  pavilion. 

There  is  much  more  to  be  done  but  this  is  enough  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the  size  of  the  fob 
ahead  of  us.  In  the  next  five  months  the  dust  will  be  flying  and  all  of  us  will  meet  with  mo- 
ments of  discouragement  and  maybe  a little  frustration  as  inconveniences  and  changes  confront 
us. 

The  job  is  so  big  that  one  can  easily  ask  ’’Where  do  we  start  ?”  and  the  simple  answer  is 
”We  start  where  we  are".  Today  the  job  may  look  impossible  to  some,  but  if  we  tbink  of  it  in 
terms  of  how  much  we  can  do  today,  each  succeeding  day  will  take  care  of  itself,  and  then  sud- 
denly it  will  be  done.  There  will  be  many  days  when  we  will  question  our  ability  to  meet  our 
schedule-,  hut  if  we  just  keep  today's  job  in  mind,  each  day’s  accomplishments  will  add  to  what 
was  done  yesterday  and  gradually  completion  will  take  place.  We  can  no  longer  be  concerned 
about  tbe  past.  It  is  the  future  we  must  give  our  time  to,  and  with  a goal  ahead  our  motivation 
should  be  strong. 

One  of  my  responsibilities  is  keeping  you  informed  about  what  is  going  on  in  other  areas 
from  that  in  which  you  work.  I wish  / could  communicate  with  each  of  you  by  telling  you  what 
you  can  expect  in  the  days  ahead  but  there  are  so  many  of  you,  and  there  just  aren't  enough  days 
for  me.  I do  have  my  department  heads  to  help  me,  however,  and  the  story  [ give  them  will  be 
passed  on  to  you. 

Rumors  ? There  will  be  plenty  of  them.  Those  of  you  who  want  to  help  me  can  pass  these 
rumors  on  to  your  department  head  for  an  answer.  Then  you  will  have  the  correct  information  to 
pass  back  to  who  ever  told  you  the  rumor.  Let  us  hope  he  passes  the  facts  along  as  fast  as  he 
spread  the  rumor. 

I will  communicate  with  as  many  as  I can  and  pass  on  information  that  will  affect  our  daily 
routines.  The  schedule  for  the  moving  of  various  functions  at  St.  Luke’s  to  Presbyterian  will 
be  developed  as  we  go  along.  As  soon  as  we  know  it  you  will  be  told.  Let  us  try  to  have  faith, 
in  each  other,  as  we  have  in  what  we  are  trying  to  do.  And  to  repeat  what  was  said  earlier, don’t 
get  discouraged.  Remember  the  old  saying,  ’’Rome  wasn’t  built  in  a day.”

Congratulations  to  Mrs.  Helen  Losand,  Chief  Telephone 
Operator  at  Presbyterian,  and  to  Edward  Brown,  Atten- 
dant at  St.  Luke’s,  who  were  selected  as  “Employee 
of  the  Year’’  by  their  respective  Divisions. 

At  Presbyterian’s  Christmas  Party,  Dr.  Karl  S.Klicka 
announced  Mrs.  Losand’s  selection  and  presented  her 
with  a leather-bound,  hand-lettered  certificate  of  appre- 
ciation for  her  outstanding  service  to  the  hospital.  Mr. 
Brown  received  a similar  certificate,  presented  by  Mr. 
John  P.  Bent,  Board  of  Trustees,  at  St.  Luke’s  Christ- 
mas Party. 

The  purpose  of  our  “Employee  of  the  Year”  program 
is  to  join  other  Chicago  area  hospitals  in  submitting 
candidates  for  the  Chicago  Hospital  Council’s  “Hos- 
pital Employee  of  the  Year”  Award.  The  finalist  in 
this  awards  program  was  announced  at  the  Council’s, 
Annual  Luncheon  Meeting  on  January  22. 

Helen  Losand  came  to  Presbyterian  on  July  4,  1917 
as  a switchboard  operator  on  what  was  then  a two-posi- 
tion board.  In  1922  she  became  Chief  Telephone  Opera- 
tor. The  complexities  involved  in  the  work  of  a Chief 
Operator  in  a large  hos  pital  are  obvious  - she  is  literally 
responsible  for  the  “nerve  center”  of  the  hosoital. 

Mrs.  Losand’s  work  has  always  been  a challenge 
to  her  and  as  she  says  “Every  light  on  the  board  is 
important  - you  never  know  what’s  behind  it.” 

Prior  to  July  4,  1917,  Presbyterian’s  “Employee 
of  the  Year”  worked  for  the  Illinois  Bell  Telephone 
Company  (her  first  job  after  completing  high  school) 
for  approximately  one  year.  A native  Chicagoan  Mrs. 
Losand  lives  with  her  mother  in  the  house  where  she 
was  born.  Her  father  died  at  an  early  age  leaving  five 
children.  Helen  is  the  second  oldest.  All  of  the  child- 
ren are  living  with  the  exception  of  her  youngest  broth- 
er who  recently  passed  away.  In  1924  Mrs.  Losand 
was  married  and  she  and  her  husband,  who  died  in 
1941,  continued  to  live  in  the  family  home. 

On  the  ballots  received  from  Presbyterian  personnel 
nominating  Mrs.  Losand  as  their  candidate  for  “Em- 
ployee of  the  Year”,  many  wonderful  things  were  said 
about  her,  but  perhaps  the  following  best  serves  to 


describe  her  in  a few  words:  '“There  are  three  things 
that  particularly  come  to  my  mind  when  I think  of  Mrs. 
Losand:  her  unquestioned  loyalty,  her  efficiency,  her 
unfailing  courtesy.  She  has  the  rare  quality  of  being 
gracious  at  all  times  and  I have  yet  to  see  her  express 
the  least  bit  of  impatience.” 

Edward  Brown,  or  “Brownie”  as  he  is  known 
throughout  St.  Luke’s,  came  to  the  hospital  in  1943  as 
an  Attendant.  However,  for  five  years  he  worked  only 
off  and  on  because  his  mother  in  New  Jersey  was  ill. 
Then  in  1948  he  joined  the  St.  Luke’s  family  perma- 
nently. As  an  Attendant,  Mr.  Brown,  of  course,  has 
daily^  direct  contact  with  patients  and  visitors,  and  in 
this  capacity  plays  a vital  role  in  the  hospital’s  rela- 
tions with  its  patients  and  visitors. 

A member  of  St.  Luke’s  Medical  Staff  had  this  to 
say:  “Brownie’s  attitude  toward  patients  is  excellent. 
He  is  cooperative,  always  cheerful  and  reassures  pa- 
tients in  giving  care.”  And  about  his  attitude  toward 
visitors,  a fellow-worker  said:  “Whenever  you  see  him 
he  is  in  a hurry  but  not  too  busy  to  direct  a visitor  who 
seems  lost.  He  speaks  well  of  the  hospital  to  visitors 
and  is  always  willing  to  help  anyone  at  anytime  regard- 
less of  who  they  are.” 

St.  Luke’s  “Employee  of  the  Year”  was  born  in 
Trenton,  New  Jersey  and  after  completing  grammar 
school  had  his  own  paper  stand  for  ten  years.  He  then 
joined  a Civilian  Conservation  Camp  for  two  years,  and 
in  1939  went  to  work  in  Mercer  Hospital  in  Trenton  in 
the  Housekeeping  Department.  One  New  Year’s  Eve 
he  helped  the  staff  out  in  the  emergency  room  and  did 
so  well  he  was  asked  to  become  an  Attendant.  Sub- 
sequently, he  worked  in  the  same  capacity  at  Johns 
Hopkins. 

In  1951,  Mr.  Brown  married  Margaret  Taddonio,  one 
of  St.  Luke’s  Elevator  Operators,  who  has  been  with 
the  hospital  since  1948.

Lady  L 

written  by  Remain  Gray 

Fact  or  fantasy?  Whichever,  it  is  the  kind  of  tale  that 
shuts  the  world  outside  as  you  read  it.  Lady  L is  light 
and  flashing,  a story  of  romance  and  intrigue  which  slips 
easily  in  and  out  of  the  worlds  of  Edwardian  fashion, 
Paris  slums  and  polj[tical  anarchism. 

It  is  the  supposedly  true  confession  of  one  of  the 
great,  and  also  beautiful  and  witty,  ladies  of  England. 
She  makes  this  fantastic  confession  on  her  80th  birth- 
day to  a lifetime  devotee,  the  poet  laureate  of  England. 
The  news  that  the  government  is  taking  a part  of  her 
property  for  a new  road,  the  very  part  on  which  stands 
a small  pavilion,  her  private  and  secret  refuge  from  the 
world,  so  unsettles  her  that  she  tells  her  story.

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HEAD  NURSES  ATTEND  WORKSHOPS 

The  Department  of  Nursing  has  recently  undertsdcen  a 
series  of  Head  Nurse  Workshops  under  the  dire'ction  of 
Miss  Phyllis  A.  Nye,  Assistant  Director,  Staff  Education. 
The  purpose  of  these  Workshops  is  to  study  the  over-all 
philosophy  of  the  hospital,  the  philosophy  of  the  Nursing 
Department  as  it  is  concerned  with  patient  care  and 
personnel  management,  and  to  give  the  nurse  an  objective 
view  of  her  role  in  the  hospital.  To  date,  two  groups, 
consisting  of  eight  to  ten  head  nurses  from  both  divi- 
sions, have  attended  the  Worksh  q)s  for  one  week  each. 
The  groups  are  purposely  kept  small  in  number  to  allow 
for  discussions. 

Some  of  the  topics  discussed  are  Policies,  Proce- 
dures, Role  of  the  Head  Nurse,  Relationships  between 
Nurse-Doctor,  Nurse-Administration,  and  Nurse-Patient. 
The  Workshop  Faculty  has  included  Miss  Edith  Payne, 
Mr.  Hans  Mauksch,  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Greer,  Mr.  James  J. 
Herman,  Mrs.  Dorothy-Jane  Heidenreich,  Miss  Betty  De 
Jong,  Mrs.  Barbara  Schmidt  and  Dr.  Clyde  Anderson. 
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FROM  TIME  to  time,  "PS"  has  provided  me  with  the  opportunity  of  communicating  with  the  "hospital 
family"  of  which  you  are  a vital  member.  Right  now  my  guess  is  that  you  are  wondering  about 
administrative  changes.  So  I’ll  try  to  anticipate  and  answer  the  main  question. 

From  the  start,  it  was  recognized  that  the  physical  merger  of  two  great  hospitals  would  be  a 
colossal  undertaking.  Committee  by  committee,  department  by  department,  person  by  person,  detail 
by  detail  - each  move  must  be  studied,  realizing  at  all  times  that  a hospital  fundamentally  is 
people  - be  they  patients  or  personnel. 

Thus  it  becomes  essential  to  use  everyone  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  right  through  each 
employee  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  experience  and  ability.  During  his  business  career  that  cul- 
minated as  President  of  Public  Service  Company,  Mr.  Herbert  Sedwick  guided  th&  merger  of  a 
number  of  large  public  utilities.  He  is  well  acquainted  with  not  only  the  financial  side  but  in 
particular  with  the  personnel  side  and  with  the  requirements  of  good  communications.  After  much 
discussion,  the  Officers  and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  concluded  that  Mr.  Sedwick  as 
General  Manager  would  be  the  most  efficient  pilot  during  this  particular  period  of  the  hospital' s 
affairs  and  induced  him  to  accept  as  a civic  duty.

New  Faces 
and  Old  Friends 

Although  our  “New  Face”  for  this  issue,  Frank  Al-

Betty  has  seen  many  changes  in  these  past  twelve 
years  in  her  department.  In  1947  there  was  one  tech- 
nician - Betty  Mills;  now  there  are  five.  And  the  phys- 
ical layout  of  the  laboratory  has  expanded  to  ei^t  times 
its  original  size. 

A native  of  Ottawa,  Illinois,  Betty  graduated  from 
Wellesley  College,  where  she  majored  in  Zoology,  and 
subsequently  taught  at  Barnard  College  in  New  York  City 
for  one  year.  Then  she  decided  to  further  her  education 
and  returned  to  the  middlewest  to  study  for  her  Masters 
Degree  in  Physiology  at  Northwestern  University. 

Outside  of  her  work,  in  the  hospital.  Miss  Mills  en- 
joys her  Hi  Fi,  the  theatre,  reading,  and  water  skiing 
and  swimming  at  her  summer  home  in  Wisconsin  when 
weather  permits.  But  her  great  interest  is  the  part  she 
is  playing  in  helping  to  “push  back  the  frontiers  of 
science” 'in  the  Liver  Research  Laboratory.  And,  for 
this  particularly,  we  are  fortunate  in  having  her  as  a 
member  of  the  hospital  family. 

In  addition  to  her  research  work,  Betty  has  co- 
authored five  scientific  papers,  which  have  been  pub- 
lished in  medical  journals,  in  conjunction  with  Drs. 
Capps,  Philip  Jones  and  other  doctors  affiliated  with  the 
laboratory. 

A member  of  the  American  Association  of  Clinical 
Chemists,  our  “Old  Friend”  also  is  an  associate  member 
of  Sigma  Xi,  a scientific  honor  society,  and  a member  of 
Iota  Sigma  Pi,  an  honorary  woman’s  chemical  society.

THE  OTHER  SIDE  OF  THE  COIN 

by  Pierre  Boulle 

This  is  a somewhat  sentimental  story  of  a dedicated 
Chinese  communist  and  terrorist.  Ling.  She  believes 
everything  she  was  taught,  including  a hatred  of  whites. 
However,  when  she  was  wounded  in  a raid  on  a Malay 
rubber  plantation  and  rescued  and  hidden  from  the 
authorities  by  the  American  wife  of  the  French  planter, 
she  got  such  loving  care  that  her  beliefs  were  severely 
shaken. 

The  story  is  exciting,  even  if  implausible,  and 
slightly  cynical,  as  though  the  author  does  not  believe 
it  himself.  Ling’s  beauty  was  responsible  for  many  of 
the  changes  in  life  on  the  plantation.  It  is  a sort  of  My 
Fair  Lady  without  music.

Communication  between  the  various  operating  units  of  our  two  great  hospitals  has  been  one  of 
our  most  serious  problems  since  the  merger  and  will  probably  continue  to  be  even  after  the  phys- 
ical merger,  I am  glad,  therefore,  to  have  this  opportunity  to  briefly  communicate  for  the  first 
time  through  "P.S,”  with  all  employees  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 

We  are  all  eagerly  looking  forward  with  great  anticipation  to  the  actual  physical  merger  of 
our  two  hospitals,  which  will  be  completed  by  July  1,  Mergers  of  any  kind  always  present  a var- 
iety of  difficult  problems,  whether  they  pertain  to  welfare  institutions  or  to  commercial  or 
industrial  bodies. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  already  delighted  with  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  pre- 
paration and  planning  for  both  the  physical  merger  of  facilities  and  the  intergration  of  operating 
personnel.  Supervisors  of  both  hospitals  are  to  be  highly  complimented  on  the  smooth  manner  in 
which  the  problems  involved  are  being  mutually  and  agreeably  worked  out.  Of  course,  some  of 
the  larger  hurdles  are  still  ahead  of  us  and  we  will  undoubtedly  make  some  unavoidable  mistakes, 
caused  by  the  necessity  of  expedient  decisions  pertaining  to  both  facilities  and  to  the  handling 
of  personnel.  Considering  the  magnitude  of  the  job,  the  Board  of  Trustees  feels  very  encouraged 
that  the  entire  merger  will  be  completed  as  smoothly  as  could  ever  be  expected,  but  not  entirely 
without  some  confusion  and  incovenience. 

We  appreciate  the  fact  that  many  conditions  may  not  he  immediately  as  ideal  as  all  of 
us  would  like  to  have  them.  We  also  realize  that  certain  departments  will  have  to  function  temp- 
orarily under  cramped  physical  conditions  which  will  cause  difficult  personnel  adjustments.  We 
are  confident,  however,  that  if  all  concerned  will  have  understanding,  tolerance  and  patience  for 
such  temporary  conditions,  given  time  we  will  eventually  be  able  to  reach  our  objectives  and 
work  out  such  problems  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  all.  We  all  look  forward  to  the  early  com- 
pletion of  the  new  Medical  Science  Building,  the  apartment  building,  andtbenlater  on,  the  Doc- 
tors’ Building  and  plans  for  a continuation  of  the  New  Southeast  Building,  all  of  which  will  re- 
lieve such  conditions  and  give  us  facilities  equal  to  no  other  private  hospital  in  this  area. 
Regardless  of  the  possibility  of  personal  irritations  and  necessary  adjustments,  we  should  all 
keep  uppermost  in  our  minds  that  the  quality  of  patient  care  and  service  must  continue  during 
this  period  at  the  same  high  level  as  it  has  in  the  past  and  will  be  our  objective  in  the  future. 

After  July  1,  we  must  keep  in  mind  that  we  will  be  operating  an  entirely  NEW  hospital  - the 
Presbyterian-St,  Luke’s  Hospital,  It  will  not  be  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  old,  neither  will  it 
be  the  St,  Luke’s  Hospital  of  old.  It  will  be  a completely  NEW  hospital  reflecting  the  combined 
strengths  of  the  two  former  hospitals,  with  the  merged  strength  and  power  of  the  medical  staffs, 
nursing  staffs  and  operating  personnel,  as  well  as  the  presently  merged  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Woman’s  Board,  The  new  hospital  will  possess  a power  and  strength  that  will  eventually  enable, 
us  to  reach  our  major  objective  of  providing  the  finest  medical  care  of  any  private  teaching  and 
and  research  hospital  in  the  entire  Middle  West, 

I am  confident  that  after  the  physical  merger,  when  the  two  great  staffs  of  personnel  are 
working  as  one  team  side  by  side,  the  ”We”  and  the  "They”  terminology,  whick  has  been  so 
common  in  the  past  few  years,  will  turn  into  only  "We”,  with  one  common  objective. 

Each  of  us  who  is  going  to  be  a part  of  this  beginning  team  should  be  very  proud  of  the  im- 
portant part  we  will  play  in  the  future  growth  of  this  new  institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is 
perfectly  aware  that  the  future  success  and  objectives  of  our  new  hospital  can  only  be  attained 
through  the  combined  and  dedicated  efforts  of  the  personnel  involved.  Regardless  of  what  part 
we  personally  play  in  the  future  growth  of  this  hospital,  there  is  no  question  of  our  ability  to 
attain  our  long-range  major  objectives  if  we  all  perform  our  respective  jobs  with  one  philosophy 
in  mind  — "What  is  BEST  for  Presbyterian-St,  Luke’s  Hospital  ?”

chaplain’s  column 

We  often  think  of  Jesus  as  the  greatest  preacher.  With 
rapt  attention  the  multitudes  would  sit  on  hillsides  and 
listen  to  him  discuss  the  values  of  life. 

Perhaps  we  ought  to  realize  Jesus  was  also  the 
greatest  listener.  Before  he  spoke  he  would  listen  to 
the  questions  and  concerns  people  had  --  especially  the 
feelings  of  their  hearts.  He  seemed  to  know  what 
needed  saying  after  he  listened  to  them  for  even  a mo- 
ment. His  ears  and  eyes  were  sensitive  to  personal  feel- 
ings and  concerns.  Often  he  needed  only  a glance  to 
know  what  was  troubling  the  hearts  of  his  disciples. 

Effective  communication  is  responsive  understanding 
of  what  the  other  person  is  saying  and  feeling.  Poor 
communication  is  talking  with  no  listening.  (How  often 
do  we  think  about  what  we  are  going  to  say  next  in  a 
conversation  without  listening  to  what  is  being  said 
by  the  other  person.)  It  takes  effort  to  listen  and  think 
at  the  same  time.  It  is  also  surprising  how  much  we  can 
learn  this  way! 

Good  communication  is  essential  in  all  relation  - 
ships  — at  home,  in  the  hospital,  in  the  world.  If  there 
is  to  be  peaceful  and  satisfying  living  for  any  of  us 
there  must  be  mutual  and  responsive  understanding. 
What  a difference  it  would  make  if  each  person  tried  to 
listen  carefully  to  the  thoughts  and  feelings  of  every 
other  person  with  whom  he  has  contact.  A hospital  is 
a team,  not  a mere  collection  of  people.  Cooperative 
endeavor  demands  mutual  respect  and  understanding. 
Those  who  would  speak,  and  we  all  must,  ought  also  to 
listen  first  as  Jesus  did.

Yes,  were  I given,  in  retrospect,  the  opportunity  to 
make  the  choice  of  a professional  career  at  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  I would  do  it  again! 

(The  above  speech  was  given  by  Dr.  Hirsch  on  Hospital 
Day  upon  receipt  of  his  award  for  40  years  of  service  to 
St.  Luke's.) 


Forty  years  of  anyone’s  life  is  a long  time.  Could  I, 
by  some  magic,  turn  back  in  time  these  forty  years  of 
service  in  the  laboratory  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  without 
blotting  out  a single  memory;  and  through  this  magic, 
shed  in  age  these  forty  years  so  that  again  I were  to  make 
anew  the  choice  between  an  appointment  as  resident 
pathologist  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  or  one  in  a large 
medical  school  of  Chicago,  I would  choose  St.  Luke’s 
and  do  it  all  over  again.  The  pursuit  of  my  specialized 
field  of  medical  practice  as  pathologist  and  the  opportu- 
nity to  grow  in  stature  with  my  professional  colleagues 
who  have  tried  to  practice  medicine  at  the  best  levels 
possible  during  these  years,  have  been  rich  and  reward- 
ing. I do  not  mean  to  leave  the  slightest  impression  that 
all  of  the  experiences  of  these  forty  years  are  glorious. 
Every  life  has  challenges;  and  some  of  them  are  bitter. 
That  we  meet  these  is  living;  that  they  occur  is  not  as 
significant  as  is  the  manner  with  which  we  face  them 
and  grow  in  personal  qualities.

COLLISION  COURSE 

By  Alvin  Moscow 

A dramatic,  full  report  of  the  July,  1956,  maritime  dis- 
aster involving  the  Italian  Andrea  Doria  and  the  Swedish 
Stockholm.  The  author  re-creates  the  collision  with  com- 
pelling accuracy,  and  explains  why  a supposedly  un- 
sinkable  ship  went  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea. 

The  author  interviewed  key  crew  members  of  both 
ships,  passengers,  and  maritime  experts.  He  also  re  - 
viewed  6,000  pages  of  testimony,  inspected  200  exhibits 
and  sailed  to  Europe  on  the  Stockholm  and  returned  on 
an  Italian  ship.

DICTATING 


Every  month,  Central  Dictating,  an  adjunct  of  the  Med- 
ical Records  Department,  handles  approximately  3,400 
individual  patient  records.  All  records  of  operations 
and  discharge  summaries  (history,  physical  examination 
lab  findings,  and  treatments  on  each  patient)  are  trans- 
cribed by  this  office  for  permanent  filing  with  Medical 
Records. 

Central  Dictating  was  established  in  1955.  Prior 
to  that  time,  records  of  operations  were  dictated  to  a 
secretary  in  the  Operating  Room  following  each  oper- 
ation, and  discharge  summaries  were  hand-written  by 
the  doctors.  The  office  started  with  a supervisor  and 
two  employees,  using  Dictaphone  Corporation  equipment 
only.  This  equipment  consisted  of  14  Dictaphones 
throughout  the  hospital  (in  such  areas  as  the  doctors’ 
dressing  room,  operating  room,  and  approximately  two 
on  each  floor)  directly  connected  to  3 Telecord  Ma- 
chines in  the  Central  Dictating  office. 

In  May,  1959,  Central  Dictating  moved  to  its  new 
offices  within  the  Medical  Records  Department  .... 
a more  convenient  location  to  the  Medical  Records  files, 
which  are  often  used  as  reference  by  Central  Dictating. 
The  office  now  has  six  employees:  Mrs.  Erika  Smith, 
Supervisor,  Arlyce  Kobel,  Kathleen  Anderson,  Martha 
Rios,  Alice  Barney,  Madeleine  Berkowitz,  and  one  part- 
time  employee,  Edna  Bell. 

Recently  the  entire  system  was  changed  over  to  a 
combination  of  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  and  Dictaphone 
Corporation  equipment.  This  very  latest  system  enables 
doctors  to  do  their  medical  dictating  from  any  one  of 
the  designated  dial  telephones  throughout  the  hospital. 
By  merely  dialing  a predetermined  code  number,  a doc- 
tor’s call  is  automatically  relayed  through  the  main

Relay  and  control  boxes,  necessary  to  the 
operation  of  each  Telecord  receiver,  are  housed 
in  the  cabinets. 

switchboard  to  one  of  the  Telecord  Recording  Machines, 
To  accommodate  the  tremendous  volume  of  dictation, 
6 new  Telecord  machines  were  installed.  These  receiv- 
ing machines  were  presented  to  the  hospital  by  the  St. 
Luke’s  Woman’s  Board, 

An  orientation  program  is  held  daily  in  the  office 
between  11:30  a.m.  and  12:30  p.m.  in  order  that  doctors 
may  stop  in  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  use  of 
this  new  equipment. 
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Central  Dictating  has  an  on-the-job  “audio-visual” 
training  program  for  its  new  personnel.  A “supervisor 
dual  connector”  allows  the  new  employee  to  plug  in  on 
the  supervisor’s  machine  to  listen  to  the  recording  and 
watch  the  supervisor  transcribe.  For  three  to  six 
months,  the  new  employee  does  rough  transcription.  At 
the  end  of  six  months,  she  is  capable  of  transcribing 
the  final  form.  However,  all  records  are  proofread  by 
the  supervisor  before  being  filed. 

Knowledge  of  medical  terminology  plus  a year’s 
training  ...  all  go  into  making  the  Central  Dictating 
employee  a valuable  and  important  asset  to  the  depart- 
ment and  to  the  hospital.

Dr.  Cecil  C.  Draa,  Attending 
Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist, 
and  Clinical  Assistant  Profes- 
sor, University  of  Illinois,  was 
bom  in  Braddock,  Pennsylvania. 
A graduate  of  Rollins  College, 
he  received  his  B.S.  degree  in 
Medicine  from  the  University 
of  West  Virginia,  and  in  1931 
received  his  M.D.  at  Rush  Med- 
ical College.  Dr.  Draa  served 
his  internship  at  Washington  Boulevard  Hospital  in 
Chicago,  his  residency  at  Chicago  Maternity  Center  and 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  and  was  appointed  to  the  Presby- 
terian Medical  Staff  in  1940. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Draa  was  a major  in  the 
Medical  Corps  and  served  with  the  13th  General  Hos- 
pital (Presbyterian  Unit)  until  1946.  Subsequently  he 
returned  to  Presbyterian  Hospital.  In  addition,  he  ser- 
ved as  a Consulting  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist  at 
the  Chicago  Municiple  TB  Sanitarium  until  1956.

It  is  most  gratifying  to  find  a hospital  where  consideration  for  the  individual  patient 
is  of  foremost  importance  rather  than  the  usual  institutionalized  and  routine  care  that  has  become 
almost  standard.” 

To  this  I say  “Amen”  and  to  each  of  you  I say  thanks  from,  the  entire  Board  of  Trustees.  Even 
those  of  you  who  miay  never  enter  a patient’s  room  are  an  important  part  of  the  team  and  it  is  only 
through  teamwork  that  we  can  do  the  real  job. 

May  you  and  your  families  have  a very  Happy  New  Year.
